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SOME RECENT GAS GOSSIP j GROWING EASTERN HARD WOODS 


Mr. Forney Would Like to Engineer! 

Another Municipal Bond Issue 
for Sierra Madre 

That Sierra Madre will have a gas 
plant by some means and at no distant 
date is almost as sure as death and 
taxes, to quote an old saying. But the 
manner of its coming is not revealed— 
not yet but presently. 

. Last Friday evening the city trustees 
were notified by Mr. C. S. S. Forney, 
the lonely bidder for the municipal 
bonds, that his attorneys, O’Melveny, 
Stevens & Midikin, declared the bonds 
illegal. That put a crimp in the 
proceedings, for the bid was condi¬ 
tional on the legality of the issue being 
approved by Mr. Forney’s attorneys. 

The point on which the attorneys 
based their opinion was the manner 
provided in the election ordinance for 
paying off the bonds. Their contention 
was that the law required that the 
del t be paid in forty equal install¬ 
ments, but the wording of the ordi¬ 
nance provided a different method, 
having the effect of shortening the 
time somewhat and making the pay- 
mints greater during the first ten 
years than in the latter period. 

In passing it should be mentioned 
that the ordinance in which the flaw 
occurs was drawn by former City At¬ 
torney Haas before he resigned from 
office. No other Haw was found in the 
subsequent proceedings so no blame 
can be attributed to the present city 
attorney. 

Subsequent to announcement of the 
advice received from his attorneys. Mr. 
Forney said he would like to present 
another proposition to the city for 
handling a bond issue. Thinking there 
would be a meeting of the trustees last 
evening lie came to Sierra Madre with 
the expectation of making his proposi- 
t i or r—but—found on arrival here mat 
there was to be no meeting. 

In brief, the proposition which Mr. 
Forney expects to present at the next 
meeting of the trustees, is for the 
trustees to call another bond election 
on the same question as before. This 
time he asks that all legal steps be 
under supervision of his attorneys. If 
bonds are voted they are to be awarded 
to his company, the Gas Operating 
and Construction Co., of Los Angeles. 

In return for the bonds, the Gas 
Operating and Construction Co. will 
erect and operate a gas plant for the 
city of Siera Madre for any term of 
years the trustees may designate, the 
plant to he turned over to the city at 
the end of that time. Mr. Forney, who 
is president of the company, has had 
plans and specifications drawn for the 
plant which he proposes to install and 
has prepared a schedule showing the 
returns which he proposes to guarantee 
under various circumstances of con¬ 
sumption, etc. 

After investigating the local situa¬ 
tion thoroughly Mr. Forney has satis¬ 
fied himself that the buslnes can be 
made to p>ay and that $30,000 is ample 
for the purpose of erecting such a plant 
as the trustees had In mind. Just 
what will result from his proposition 
and some other weather signs that 
have appeared on the horizon would be 
difficult to foretell. But it is pretty 
easy guessing for those aware of all 
the developments that Sierra Madre 
will have gas to burn in a few months. 


Forestry Service Will Try Interesting 
and Important Experiemnt 

The Pacific Coast will soon be the 
scene of an interesting tree growing 
experiment. The United States forest 
erv'ce is planning to introduce a num¬ 
ber of the more important eastern 
hardwoods into California, and will this 
year experiment with chestnut, hick- 
>ry, basswood, red oak, and yellow pop¬ 
lar or tu'.ip trees. Small patches of 
.hose trees will be planted near the 
forest rangers’ cabins on the national 
it rests, and if t ese do well larger 
lantati ns on a commercial scale will 
o' n be established on wider areas. 

There are over 125 different species 
f trees in California, a number of 
vrich produce some of the most val¬ 
uable varieties of lumber in the coun¬ 
try. Although considerably over one- 
lalf of ‘he species are hardwood or 
bread-leaved trees, yet, with the ex¬ 
cel lion of the exotic eucalyptus, there 
is not a singe species of hardwood 
h. re ranking in commercial importance 
with the leading eastern hardwoods. 
Climatic conditions ii many parts of 
Csi lo.nia are undoubtedly favorable 
for the growth of a number of the val¬ 
uable hardwoods, and the absence of 
these trees is due mostly to unfavor¬ 
able factors of seed distribution. 

If the expetiments rre successful, a 
valuabie asset will have been added 
to the fore t resources of this state, 
which should prove of spjeeial benefit 
to the loca 1 furniture and vehicle in¬ 
dustries. Chestnut and red oak are 
highly esteemed for furniture, while 
v th Ire’'ory. basswood and eucalyptus 
at its cannrnd. California should lead 
ah other ste'es in the vehicle industry.

The 
alder is on° of t v e most beautiful trees 
found in this region, with its smooth 
glossy trim’- and limbs, and its fine 
fo'iage is aft. unlike that of the eastern 
el n. But the alder is seldom seen 
awav from the mountain streams. And 
while the evergreen oaks of California 
ar more stately than their deciduous 
cousins of the east, they can hardly be 
said to be as beautiful in form and 
folia sc. 

Fvcce^sfu 1 introduction of the east¬ 
ern hardwoods to California soil would 
be hailed a* a reunion with old friends 
by thousands of former easterners who 
are lovers of outdoor life in whatever 
part of the country they live.

TREES HAVING A HARD FIGHT 

Some of the young trees recently set 
out a'ong Central avenue are having a 
hard fight for existence, with the odds 
in many eases against the trees. This 
is not due to the weather nor to faulty 
planting but to careless drivers of 
wrses. Several of the trees have been 
practically destroyed or so disfigured 
as to be useless by being eaten. One 
can hardly blame a horse for making a 
free lunch of a nice, tender tree top 
just about as high as his nose when he 
is driven right up to the tree or left 
standing without hitching and with the 
delicate tree top a few yards away. 
But it is hard to detect even horse 
sense in a person who ties a horse 
within reach of one of these young 
t rees or leaves a horse standing untied 
near the trees. 

Incidentally, the practice of leaving 
horses standing without hitching under 
any circumstances is a bad one. A few 
horses are habitually so left by their 
owners and seldom fail to walk from 
■ ten yards to a block from the point 
where they were left standing In the 
street. The danger from runaways is 
! always imminent as well.

BILLBOARD LAW IN EFFECT 

Los Angeles county's new billboard 
ordinance, ruling billboards from 
county highways and property, went 
into effect yesterday. 

Hereafter it will be a misdemeanor 
to “place, construct or maintain any 
signboard, billboard, sign or advertise¬ 
ment in or on any public highway.”

YUCCAS DESTROYED 

Last Sunday not less than a dozen 
auto parties were seen hauling yucca 
blossoms away from the vicinity of 
Sierra Madre. The earliest of the 
bicssoms are just at their prime and 
the huge spikes of creamy white flowers 
make fine trophies of an afternoon 
drive. But few of the people who re¬ 
move them realize that they are help¬ 
ing to extinguish what is one of the 
most beautiful flowering plants in the 
mountains—when left growing. The 
yucca plant dies after blooming. New 
plants grow only from the seed sown 
from the pods which ripen after the 
flowers have withered and died on the 
stalk. Each stalk scatters broadcast 
hundreds and thousands of the little 
black seeds, but of course only a few 
take root and grow to maturity. The 
yucca grows and blooms where few 
other flowers thrive and the sight of 
hundreds of the big stalks blooming on 
the mountain side above Sierra Madre 
is a beautiful one. But the flowers are 
so delicate that they cannot be cut and 
carried any distance without being 
spoiled. They are most beautiful only 
when left to mature and go to seed 
where they grow. It is reported that a 
recent ruling of the forestry service 
has been made by the forestry service, 
designed to protect the yucca by class¬ 
ing it as timber. This prohibits their 
removal from the forest reserves before 
the stalk is dead and the seed sown. 
Owing, however, to the absence of 
Forest Ranger Crowe this week it has 
been imposible to get positive informa¬ 
tion on the subject.

CHAMPION LONG-DISTANCE 
RUNNER 

Apropos of the many feats of pedes- 
trianism and long distance running 
uhlch the Marathon obsession has 
called forth, the Bondon correspondent 
of the Graphic calls attention to what 
is probably the most extraordinary 
performances of record. He writes: 
Ernest Mensen, a Norwegian sailor in 
the British navy, after distinguishing 
himself in the battle of Navarino, 
quitted the service and became a pro¬ 
fessional runner. He first attracted at¬ 
tention by running from London to 
Portsmouth, eighty-four miles, in nine 
hours, and after that ran from London 
to Liverpool, two hundreu and one 
miles, in thirty-two hours. Subse¬ 
quently, he undertook to run from 
Paris to Moscow. Starting from the 
Place Vendome at 4 p. m., June 11, 
1831, he entertd t e Kremlin at 10 a. 
m., June 25, having done the distance, 
1,760 miles, in thirteen days, eighteen 
liouis. He soon obtained employment 
as a public courier, and became a sub¬ 
ject for sporting bets in European 
courts; but he invariably beat mounted 
couriers when matched against them. 
He never walked, but always ran; his 
usual refreshment was one biscuit and 
•an ounce of raspberry syrup per diem, 
and two short rests of ten and fifteen 
minutes each in the twenty-four hours. 
Tl ese rests he took standing and with 
a handkerchief covering his face. In 
1836 Mensoa carried dispatches in the 
East India Company's service from 
Calcutta to Constantinople, through 
Central Asia, and performed the dis¬ 
tance, 5.615 miles, in fifty-nine days. 
He died on one of his extraordinary 
expeditions, and his body was found 
resting against a tree, as if he were 
asleep. He was buried outside the vil¬ 
lage of Tyang. in Upper Egypt, close to 
the spot where he ended his earthly 
pilgrimage.
